1 WRITTEN REPRESENTATIONS 

This is normally the simplest, quickest and most straightforward way of making an appeal. Thri 
every four people making an appeal choose this method. The written procedure is particularly (suited t 
small-scale developments (e.g. extensions of buildings, individual houses or small groups 
appeals against conditions and changes of use). It is also very popular with people makihg^thei^ 
appeal without professional help. The process involves the submission of written 'grounds of app) 
followed by a written statement and any supporting documents. It also provides an opportuti]l 
comment in writing on the Local Planning Authority's reasons for refusing permission (or failing to 
determine the application). An Inspector will study all of the documents before yi^itmg-^e^peal 
site/area and issuing a written decision,
